The  new  teachers  who  hopefully  had  a 
fine  year  at  H.H.S.  included  Mr.  Blank, 
Miss  Corbitt,  Mr.  Fox,  Mrs.  Harnach, 
Mrs.  Siegers,  and  Mrs.  Nelson.  The 
dress  code  was  relaxed  slightly  giving 
the  students  a  bit  more  freedom  and 
individualism. 

All  in  all,  the  1970-71  school  year 
was  a  success  at  Hebron  High,  even 
though  the  seniors  are  glad  it's  all 
over!!
